If President Roosevelt thinks that 
he {s golny to keep Japan, nt arm's 
tength. and to obtain supremacy In 
the Pacific Ocean by the ald of the- 
Russian air force, he is vastly mis- 
taken. The Russians have never 
proved themselves to be the slightest 
use in war, for they have no {dea 
of discipline or perseverance {n any 
undertaking. 

Despicable Enemies
